Tur Rev. J. Huston Edgar, of the China 
Inland Mission, has forwarded through the 
Rey. Mr. Torrance, the Society’s superin- 
tendent in Chengtu, a letter of unusual in- 
terest. The coming of inquiries from the 
most remote quarters of the world is one of 
the signs of the times and should deeply move 
all interested, not only in Bible work, but in 
evangelization of every kind. 


“Lo! these from the Castles of the Rma 
Ch’u (Yellow River). In Weichow there is 
probably an understanding that non-Chinese 
visitors shall not remain overnight in the vil- 
lage. But if the missionary is alert he may 
often find the inland traders hard at work 
fording the Min River in the vicinity of the 
West Gate. At such times these timid, un- 
kempt denizens of unknown Asia may be in- 
duced to carry away quantities of Christian 
literature. At times our experiences are quite 
interesting. For instance, the other day I 
was informed that ‘callers’ were waiting to 
see me. They proved to be the Mohamme- 
dan ‘ahung’ (Priest) and a party of Tibe- 
tans. After exchanging the ordinary greet- 
ings, the former, who, strangely enough, 
spoke Tibetan, informed me that the Tibetans 
were returning to their homes not far from 
the sources of the Yellow River. They had 
heard rumors of a true God and desired liter- 
ature which would explain his nature and be- 
ing. ‘The priest could not supply them but 
thought I possibly could. So he had brought 
them over and was himself voicing their re- 
quest. Not only so, but because of their 
numerous relatives and good connections he 
suggested an abundant and varied supply. 
They were, of course, given a liberal amount 
of books, tracts, and Catechisms, and in order 
to cement the strange friendship I took the 
wanderers from the interesting wilds of Amdo 
and the kindly Mohammedan right through 
our foreign-furnished house. They were 
pleasant, well-to-do men, and showed a more 
lively interest in spiritual matters than any I 
had met previously. 

‘“‘ May God water this seed that will be scat- 
tered in due time on the barren fields of the 
Rma Ch’u!”’ 

Mr. Torrance reports that during the spring 
of the current year, 1916, 18,500 books were 
sold at the Chengtu Fair. China is again in 
disturbance politically. Spiritually it seems 
amazingly open to the approach of the gos- 
pel. 


From the Rev. A. Willifer Young, the 
secretary of the British and Foreign Bi- 
ble Society’s auxiliary at Calcutta, comes 
word that the Centennial Celebration of the 
American Bible Society received especial 
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recognition at the annual meeting of the auxil- 
iary held in Darjeeling, on June Sth, the newly- 
atrived American Methodist minister, the 
Rev. Arthur Morse, taking part. 

Tur Secretaries have received through the 
courtesy of Dr. Bertrand, of the Bible Society 
of France, very beautifully bound copies of 
the parables of our Saviour, illustrated by the 
famous French painter, Burnand. The ver- 
sion of the Scripture used in these beautiful 
volumes is the Synod’s Version, published by 
the Bible Society of France, in the preparation 
of which the American Bible Society has had 
a happy fellowship. The printers of this ver- 
sion, Messrs. Berger and Lerrault, are also 
printers of these parables and of the illustra- 
tions of Burnand. In refinement and vigor 
they are remarkable, and interpret the text 
significantly.

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Bishop Quayle’s Carnegie Hall Address 


E have had so extensive a request for 

copies of Bishop Quayle’s address at 
Carnegie Hall that we are bringing it out in 
full in this number. It came at the con- 
clusion of a remarkable meeting of which a 
full description has already been given. It 
seems appropriate that it should accompany 
the photograph of the ‘‘Trumpeters,’’ which 
decorates our cover; for it is, as the Bishop 
himself says, ““A joyful melody unto the 
Bible !”’ 


THE CHAIRMAN, Hon. JoSEPH H. CHOATE: 
Don’t go; don’t go—the best is yet to come. 
(It is now 10.10 p.m., and several have 
started as if to leave the auditorium.) If 
Jonathan Edwards had found any in his con- 
gregation leaving before the service ended 
he would have commended them to a very 
warm place. Now I have-the pleasure of pre- 
senting to you for the final address the Rev. 
Bishop William Alfred Quayle, who has come 
all the way from St. Paul, Minn., to speak to 
you. (Applause.) 


THE REv. Bishop WILLIAM ALFRED QUAYLE: 
Mr. Chairman—\ greatly regret to keep any- 
body out of bed. I am not a dweller in the 
village of New York and don’t just know the 
time of retirement of these citizens; but the 
Honorable Chairman intimated at the begin- 
ning of the meeting that they went to bed 
early, and I suppose they sleep. Is it bed- 
time now? That is what I am interested in 
specially. (Applause, azd several votces— 
““Not at all!’’) If peradventure we might 
stay awake for a few moments I might ven- 
ture a few remarks; but I don’t want to haz- 
ard them to those that are asleep or sleepy, 
though I think, if let alone, I can put most 
anybody asleep by my talk. 

We have witnessed a great matter here to- 
night, and if we have nerves that are acces- 
sible we have had strange thrills. We have 
been speaking in the language of a century 
and of a planet and of the kingdom of God. 
If a century may not stir us mayhap a planet 
will; and if a planet will not stir us surely 
the kingdom of God must stir us. _ 

We have been talking about the Book that 
proceeds through the centuries and through 
the earth and to that majestical. mystery 
called the kingdom of God. . Now I am to 
pitch a love note for the Bible to-night;, | 
am simply here as a child of the Bible, to 
carol out a. little music of it from my own 


“with it. 


heart, and in it, as the robin-redbreasts in 
the spring carol, not knowing why they carol, 
but God knows why they carol—because it 
is spring. So to-night I would lift a note of 
laughter and of singing because of what the 
Bible is to me; and what the Bible is to me 
it is to you, the strange, beautiful Book that 
goeth everywhither, that knocks at every- 
body’s heart—‘‘Good morning!’ You can- 
not feel of the Bible that it is a miscellane- 
ous Book. It is so personal, it calls you by 
your name. It is like somebody in a crowded 
thoroughfare or through the jangle of the 
traffic of a crowd when his name rings out, 
your name rings out and you knew not any- 
one knew you were there at all, or anywhere 
at all, but—Oh, the beautiful Book that comes 
and calls you by your name and me by 
mine! Oh, the beautiful Book of the beau- 
tiful voice of the beautiful Christ which com- 
eth and calleth us, like Christ does his own 
sheep, by name! Wecan no more get along 
without this winsome loveliness called the 
Bible, than we can get along without our 
mothers. Having had them we are miser- 
able for them forever. And we would have 
to have our mothers in eternity to make eter- 
nity seem glad. And I have not found any- 
body that understood mothers, and I have 
not found anybody that understood the Bible. 
But mothers are lovely, though misunder- 
stood, and non-understandable; and because 
we don’t know so much about mothers as we 
might they are mighty lovely to have around 
and figure them out and have a chance to 
wonder what they mean. And the Bible— 
the Bible is without comment. Why so? The 
answer—so everybody can become acquainted 
Why so? So that everybody can 
say his own word. Is a body’s mother’s love 
written? No, it is not written, it is caroled 
out of her son’s heart. He writeth his moth- 
er’s story. He singeth his mother’s love. 
He writeth her wonders, not on the grave- 
stone but on his heart and on his hands, 
washed with his tears; and in the opening 
heavens when he crieth to God, “Oh God, 
for a mother that I had I bless Thee!’’ Even 
so we lift our voices and our songs for the 
Book of God that cometh to everybody and 
says, ‘lam Thy Book.” | 

Now, I am the son of a foreign man and a 
foreign woman, and they came over here so 
they could get to see each other. And they 
saw each other—that is sure. And by and 
by, as the woman and man have seen each 
other, and seeing each other have loved each 
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other, and loving each other have married 
each other, so my father and mother did. 
You can fall in love in any language, thank 
the Lord! (Laughter and applause.) And 
you can marry in any language, thank the 
Lord! And this is the thing that I have re- 
membered about it, never having known my 
mother, waiting now and waiting yet, and 
waiting for some dreamy, shadow face to 
come—waiting for my mother’s face—my fa- 
ther having long since slipped out into the 
land of morning to clasp my mother by the 
hand and walk the shining ways called the 
ways of the Providence of God. Yet this I 
know, that my mother and my father after- 
ward met and married and were beautifully 
poor; so that I,a Methodist preacher, have 
never had to learn poverty, having known it 
from the first (applause). And my father, 
gone to heaven years since, and my mother 
who had gone before him, from the summits 
of the Rocky Mountains years and years ago, 
before I knew her kiss, left no library to me 
—no other books but only these, “The Saints’ 
Everlasting Rest,’’ and the Bible in two vol- 
umes. Ome! There are ancestors of great 
repute for some. As Tennyson has said, 
‘““Mhere be those sprung from the midriff of 
an hundred kings’’; but I would rather have 
been the son of a woman and man who in 
their penury could not leave to the child of 
their love, to the child of their heart and 
hearth, anything but a Bible, than to have 
been descended from all the majesties of his- 
tory. It was better so. You will excuse me, 
won’t you, though it is sleepy-time and the 
babies already are abed, and the birds long 
since have tucked their heads under their 
wings and are soundly asleep. Here now I 
lift a note of laughter for the Book of God— 
just a note of laughter for the Book of God. 
A man some time ago said to me, ‘ The 
Bible has had many critics’’; and he said, 
“Tt is made up of many things,” as if I, 
being only a minister, knew none of these 
matters. Oh, it is lovely to be ignorant! 
(Laughter and applause.) And it is calami- 
tous to know so much that you must tell it all 
the time to everybody. This is a thing I have 
noticed, that the Bible is a wonderful sympo- 
sium of God, and tells about wandering min- 
strels and beggars and poets and prophets and 
kings that lost their crowns; but God never 
thought it worth while to hunt them up because 
they had a heart—and those sunburned sons of 
deserts, those laughter-makers of the world, 
those people who turned midnight into the 
minstrelsy of morning because they saw God! 
Through them all we got together that 
strange, composite, eternal music called the 
Bible. What I rejoice in to-night is that the 
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Bible can by its shaping words make the world 
anew. (A voice—Amen !) 

You don’t have to have a Congregational 
minister with it to give explanations of it. 
And you don’t have to have a Methodist min- 
ister to exhort on it—thank God! And you 
don’t have to have anybody to speak about 
it. No, verily. Or not to speak about it— 
like the Quakers. When they do speak they 
say something when they talk. And it might 
be well for some of us to hold our peace until 
we have something to say. But in anywise. 
the Book of God can be trusted alone. 

I have heard the cry of death in the dark, 
with no star to lighten the way, and only the 
muttering thunder as an accompaniment to 
the rustle of the sable wing of the Angel of 
Death. I have held the Book at the dying 
pillow and the dying eyes shone out and saw 
a great light, thank God! It is good to have 
a book like that around. You are never alone 
when you have that Book of Books with you. 
I have preached a good deal about the Bible. 
I was hired to preach, but really I always 
knew enough to know that the most impor- 
tant and beautiful part of the sermon was 
never the sermon but the text. And the text_ 
came from the Bible, thank God! I knew that 
if I planted the text in the soil of the soul I 
might go away, but the text would take root 
and grow, and by and by become like the 
cedars of Lebanon. 

Now I know we do not understand it very 
well; but, honestly, we understand it better_ 
than we think we do if we only use the little 
sense that we have. I was a farmer boy and 
knew so little that it was lovely, and I never 
enjoyed anything more than the little I knew, 
because every day I learned a lot more, and 
at the end of the day I did not know much, 
but a little more than in the morning. So 
every day in the year was a kingdom of pros- 
perity in the kingdom of my knowledge. And 
I was a farmer boy and I kept the New Tes- 
tament in my back trousers pocket. And 
when the horses would stop to consider at 
the end of the row (laughter)—horses are 
great on ruminating and considering—but ~ 
when they would stop to consider at the end 
of the row, I would take the Book of God out 
and I would read a little Scripture, and then 
I would parse it, for I had no grammar; yes, 
I would parse a little Scripture and learn my 
grammar. What happened to me was this: I 
did not misunderstand the things very much. 
I did not have to be rectified very much in my 
theology. When I got to be theological and. 
became a D.D., and an LL.D., I did not have - 
to change it very much. But I know it was 
beautiful, and the farmer lad, knowing noth- 
ing but the west and south wind in his face, — 
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and the blowing to and fro of the tasseling 
corn, and the growing of the corn, and read- 
ing God’s Book out of doors—that is how he 
became matriculated to literature and history 
and nature and astronomy and the wide world 
and the world to come—just because he had 
the Bible. It was quite a book. I did not 
understand it much, but I understood more 
than people reckoned on. And all of us un- 
derstand more than we reckon on. If we would 
read commentaries less and trust in His Word 
more and use our imagination (such as we 
have), and dream and live over it and pray 
and hope over it, we would have more sense 
and better theology. Now, that is the truth. 

When I heard the word that this dignitary 
used it made me so inclined to anger that I 
repressed it. He used the word “ predesti- 
nate.’ That always makes a Methodist an- 
gry. He said we were predestined. Why! 
Methodists are predestined to nothing but 
backsliding. For years I have heard people 
talking about the immanency of God, and they 
said we had lost God, and they have said that 
in the present century people were under the 
impression that God had gone over and be- 
come acarpenter and left his job. I tell you, 
that as a farmer boy in Kansas, plowing the 
fields and shucking corn, I just read the beau- 
tiful Book that Jesus Christ left, that he wrote 
no word of, and I never got the notion that 
God had gone away. I got the notion that 
God was around but was not noisy (laughter). 
I got the notion, too, that he was around 
picking flowers like Jesus did, that he was 
around loving the babies like Jesus did, that 
he was around calling people by their first 
names, as Jesus did; and sometimes as I went 
along I heard a voice in my ear and it said— 
“William, William’? — and I said — “Oh, 
Christ, here—here—here !”’ 

I rather wonder whether if we only took the 
Bible as a lamplight to the path, love to the 
heart, a candle to the soul, whether we should 
not find the rapture that anyone feels in the 
first intimation of God and the realization that 
he is ever recurring? The Book of God is 
right here. You know, when the Book of God 
comes around it is beautiful, and wholesome 
too; and how homely it is, and how usual it 
is, and how unusual, and how everybody does 
not mind it much, and yet how everybody 
minds it a lot (applause and laughter). 

When I was in the old country some time 
among my ancestors, whom I was glad to 
forget and forsake, I could tell where all 
stood in the social status by how they bowed 
to each other; and by the grace of God and 
the kindness of my parents I was born in a 
country where you could not tell anybody’s 
social status by how he bowed. You could 
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not tell that the chairman of to-night had been 
the guest of kings and feasted with emperors. 
You could not tell one man’s place from 
another’s. Why? Because, before God, in 
America, we be equal by the Bible. (4 voice 
—Thanks be to God!) 

You know we Methodists have a habit of 
calling each other brothers. Excuse me—we 
have a habit of calling all the folks that are 
not women brothers, and all the folks that are 
not men we callsisters (laughter). And you 
know when sometimes I, a Methodist preacher, 
say Brother So-and-So it may sound foolish; 
and when I say Sister So-and-So, just as so- 
ciety says ‘‘ Mrs.,”’ people smile a little; yet I 
take their smile as a kind of cordiality and 
thank God. I like it. Why? Because I am 
following the programme of God. (Several 
voices—Hear, hear!) 

We be brothers. 
be friends of Christ. 
mother and his sister and his brother. 
me! We be the household of Christ. 

And, do you know, I love the Bible because 
anywhere I go it is such a good sword for 
fighting if fighting be necessary. It IS Bl 
sword, and sometimes you have to fight. No 
doubt about it. The members have to be 
whipped. No doubt that is true. And some- 
times the preacher has to be thrown out. That 
is true. And a sword is very profitable, and 
sometimes we need a lot of punishment—and 
it does us good. 

And sometimes, too, we need a light—not 
the stars. I have traveled many dark nights 
when I would have traded all the stars for one 
lantern (laughter). It is not that I do not 
love the stars; itis not that I have not sat 
under their drip of beauty; it is not that I have 
not held out my hands and felt the light of the 
stars fairly splash upon my palms. Please 
God, I will feel that way many times here- 
after. But when I want to go some place in 
a hurry I cannot keep my head in the air but 
must keep my feet on the ground. ‘That is, 
where the walking is good. And the lantern 
isa lamp to the feet. And so the Bible is a 
lamp to the soul, a light to a path. Where is 
the path going? It says— Everywhere— 
everywhere.’ To the grave? No, every- 
where. To the grave? No, to look in it. 
And, into a grave to walk in it; and out of a 
grave to go past it; and on the rest of the road 
to eternity. I love that. I love to know that 
the walking shall be good, by the grace of 
God, and by the Book of God; and that I shall 
walk up over the land and come to the sea and 
shall remember how Christ walked on the 
water, and I shall see his path and walk after 
him, and the walking shall be good. And 
then I remember he walked on the land and 
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he walked on the sea and he climbed on the 
mountains, and the climbing was sweet; and 
then one morning he got eager for his Fa- 
ther’s house, and he walked across lots up 
through the sky; and I shall see his path and 
walk thither and find him in his Father’s 
house—thank God! What is that? That is 
the Bible, the sort of book that calms you 
through desert regions, stormy water, calami- 
tous disasters—all shortness of breath, all 
reaching of hands, all calling voices, and all 
fair haven, where in everlasting rest the anchor 
drops and the sails go out no more with the 
ship forever. It is the Everlasting Book of 
the Everlasting Soul! 

Now I am grown up. I am ayear younger 
than Darwin’s “Origin of Species.” I was 
issued a year after that book, and I have lived 
through the domineering influence of physical 
necessity and environment and heredity, and I 
thank God to-night I have lived through them 
up into the freedom of the soul. But I al- 
ways knew it in the Word of God—I always 
felt the thrill of it in the Word of God. I 
knew just as well as I knew anything then 
and know it now; not better, but as certainly, 
that God had he not meant it would not have 
said—‘‘Behold, I stand at the door and 
knock; if any man will open the door I will 
come in.’’? I knew God would not fool me 
and knock at my door if I could not open it to 
him. Nothing like sense in the family. What 
was that? That was the freedom of the soul. 

I had a friend who used to belong to my 
church, and lived through my preaching; and 
when a man does that we preachers love him. 
That is a great triumph for a minister. I 
had a member that did so and I used to love 
him—love him—love him—love him! I didn’t 
dare to tell him how much I loved him be- 
cause he was married, and his wife might get 
irritated, because a man’s wife wants a mo- 
nopoly of all the loving he gets. And then 
when he had gone away under another preach- 
er he used to come a thousand miles Sunday 
to see his minister. And I used to say— 
‘““What made you come so far?” And he 
would say, “Every sermon you preach I 
think I must hear—because you will be go- 
ing away sometime.” Then one time he was 
himself journeying, and came to a town, and 
was so sick that they put him in a friend’s 
house he loved. And all the time, as he would 
stumble out of his stupor, he would say, “Is 
this the station where I get off—is this the 
station where I get off?’ And they sent for 
his wife, and she came and he would look at 
her face and not know her, and only say, dim- 
ly, I must get off now, for this is the Sta- 
tion, I reckon, where [ get out.”” And they 
sent for his son. And when the son arrived

he asked the same question, and the boy said 
to him, ‘‘ Daddy, this is not the station where 
you get off’’; and he looked up and said 
again, ‘‘Is not this the station where I get 
off?’’ And then one night when he said,

said, ‘‘ Yes, this is your station,’’ and he got 
off at the station of death; and when he 
looked up to see the name of the place, the 
name of the station was Everlasting Life.

There were a man and woman I knew, once, 
and all night long she was waiting at her 
daughter’s bedside, and the father of the girl 
and the husband of the woman was hurrying

And the 
poor tired voice of the poor tired girl who 
had been slowly dying for thirteen years, 
and now was dying swiftly, was heard to 
say, “‘Oh, I am trying to stay until Daddy 
comes, but I have not the strength.’”’ And 
then the mother took her hand and said, ‘““You 
must stay until morning.’’ And then the 
father came in the morning and the girl had 
not been able to stay. And the woman lay 
with her face over the the two dead hands of 
the sweet, dead girl, and the man who loved 
the mother and the girl most in the world 
found an envelope torn, and in it was a letter 
he had written to the wife he loved ;, and 
scrawled on the back of the envelope—by the 
hand of the woman who all night long had 
been attending the dying daughter, saying, 
“Don’t go, don’t go”’ (and that dying daugh- 
ter, the dim voice of the girl saying, “I am 
trying, but I cannot wait long’’)—on the en- 
velope was written in the poor, staggering, 
straggling hand, as if written by a wounded 
wing of a dying bird—‘‘He giveth power to 
the faint and to them that have no might he 
increaseth strength.” 

Oh, no, we have to have the Bible yet. 
So long as people have to live, so long as 
people have to have strength, so long as peo- 
ple have to die, we have to have the Bible. 
Oh, blessed Book! I lift my love note to 
thee. If any deny, still thou art the language 
of God. And the wayfaring man though he 
were blind and dumb and deaf can hear thy 
voice, can see thy shining way and have a 
lamp to light him into everlasting light (ap-

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An Earnest Appeal for Bibles for Wounded French 
Soldiers 


HE American Bible Society has had in- 

timate relations with the Bible Society 
of France for many years. In co-operation 
with the World’s Sunday School Association, it 
has distributed tens of thousands of French 
Gospels among the French soldiers. Now 
comes an earnest appeal for especial help at 
this time to reach the soldiers in the trenches. 
These notes concerning the beginnings of 
Bible work in France make the appeal all the 
more interesting: 


We have no idea of the scarcity of Bibles 
in France at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century. In 1802, three delegates of the Lon- 
don Foreign Missionary Society visited a great 
number of booksellers in Paris; they walked 
three days in the streets of the great city and 
were not able to find any Bible. There were no 
Bibles! The persecutions of the French Prot- 
estants, the Huguenots, had prevented any 
printing of the Scriptures from 1678 to 1802— 
during one hundred and twenty-four years. 

In some parts of England the condition of 
things was no better. Everybody knows the 
story of the little Welsh maiden, Mary Jones, 
who walked twenty-eight miles, barefooted, to 
buy a Bible with her scant savings. 

The formation of the first French Bible So- 


ciety occurred in 1815, and is attributed, chiefly, 
to the hard work and untiring labors of a Ger- 
man pastor who held religious services for the 
German residents in the capital of France. 
His name was Friedrich Leo, and among the 
contributions he received we notice 120 francs 
($24), sent by the King of Prussia, and $100 
offered by the Czar of Russia. 

The first society was called ‘French and 
Foreign Bible Society,’’ but in 1865 it was 
decided to merge, and to consolidate with 
a new society organized in 1864. The actual 
French Bible Society (Societe Biblique de 
France) is the result of this union. 

During the last 80 years, 153 editions of 
Bibles, New Testaments and Gospels (of 
which 6 editions were in German) were pub- 
lished, making a total of 3,063,929 copies of 
the Scriptures. 

There is now a unique opportunity, in 
France, to distribute Bibles and Gospels in the 
trenches, in the ambulances and in hospitals, 
to the sonless parents and to the widows and 
orphans of the war. Where shall they find 
hope, consolation and comfort, if not in the 
Word of God? 

Four thousand dollars is necessary to print 
and publish a new edition of the Scriptures. 
Any contribution for this good work will be 
most gratefully received.

statement; we would be glad to have it recti- 
fied and completed: 
Auxiliary and Other Bible Societies in the 
United States 
Gracious words have come from auxiliary 


Bible societies and from societies not auxil- 
iary, a few of which can look back over more 
than a century, and all of which have shared 
in the great work of scattering the Word of 
God throughout the length and breadth of our 
continental country. These were received and 
recognized at the national Celebration of the 
Centennial in the Continental Memorial Hall, 


Washington, May 7th. 


State Bible Societies 

The Bible Society of Maine sent its greet- 
ings through its three delegates, the presi- 
dent, treasurer and superintendent; the New 
Hampshire Bible Society appointed two dele- 
gates; a message from the Vermont Bible 
Society came from its corresponding secre- 
tary; the Massachusetts Bible Society was 
represented by its president and treasurer ; 
the Connecticut Bible Society appointed its

secretary to convey its greetings; the Rhode 
Island Bible Society appointed its agent to 
bring its greetings; the Pennsylvania Bible 
Society was represented by a number of 
its officers; ten delegates brought from the 
Maryland Bible Society to Washington fur- 
ther evidence of the interest of that Society 
which had already undertaken to erect the 
$50,000 Bible House at Cristobal; the Vir- 
ginia Bible Society was formally represented 
by its secretary-treasurer ; a delegate repre- 
sented the Alabama Bible Society; and the 
California Bible Society had its delegate at 
Washington. 


Other Bible Societies 


Amessage of congratulation came from the 
New Bedford, Mass., Bible Society. The 
New York Bible Society sent its greetings to 
the Washington meeting by its president, 
general secretary and three other members 
of its board; the Female Bible Society of 
New York had as the bearers of its greetings 
at Washington, its president and secretary ; 
the Brooklyn Bible Society sent two dele- 
gates; the Long Island Bible Society sent its 
greetings through its president; the secretary 
of the Welsh and English Bible Society of 
Cattaraugus, N. Y., was its representative; 
the president of the Sullivan County Auxil- 
iary was its delegate; while the Buffalo City 
and Erie County Bible Society appointed its 
president and field secretary as its delegates; 
the Dutchess County Female Bible Society 
was also represented by a delegate; and the 
Utica and Vicinity Welsh, as well as the Rock- 
land County, N. Y., Bible Societies sent mes- 
sages of congratulation. From New Jersey, 
delegates were appointed by the Cumberland 
Bible Society, the Sussex County and the 
Hunterdon County Bible Societies. The 
Lancaster, Pa., City Bible Society (now in 
its 102nd year) sent formal resolutions over 
the signature of its president and secretary. 
The Wilmington Female Bible Society of 
Delaware sent greetings through its dele- 
gate. The Shepherdstown branch of the Jef- 
ferson County Bible Society of West Virginia 
showed the interest of its members by having 
five delegates. The Charleston, S. C., Bible 
Society sent formally prepared and officially 
sealed resolutions to the Washington Centen- 
nial Celebration in the hands of its honored 
president. The greetings of the Young Men’s 
Bible Society of Cincinnati, O., were repre- 
sented by its secretary and vice-president, 
while the Piqua, O., Female Bible Society, 
just entering its 99th year, also had its dele- 
gate at Washington. The Chicago Bible So- 
ciety extended formal congratulations, signed 
by its officers, and presented at the Washing- 
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ton gathering by two delegates, its treasurer 
and its secretary. From Tennessee, the Duck 
River Female Bible Society appointed its pres- 
ident as a delegate, as did the Memphis and 
Shelby County Bible Society. Distant Texas 
was represented by delegates of the Austin 
Bible Society in the person of its president, 
and one other member. 


Home and Foreign Missionary Societies of 
the United States 

Generous appreciation breathes through the 
messages received from the home and foreign 
missionary societies of the United States at 
the international Celebration of the Centennial 
at Carnegie Hall, New York, May 9th. 

The Congregational communion was repre- 
sented by the American Board of Commission- 
ers of Foreign Missions through its president 
and a secretary, who bore a beautifully en- 
grossed message handsomely enclosed in a 
morocco, silk-lined flexible binding; and by the 
Women’s Board of Missions, which sent official 
greetings and its president as delegate; by the 
American Missionary Association and its dele- 
gate; and by the Congregational Home Mis- 
sionary Society through its delegates. 

The American Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Society was represented by its delegate who 
also brought a beautifully engrossed mes- 
sage; and the Women’s American Baptist 
Missionary Society by two delegates. 

The Foreign Christian Missionary Society 
had two delegates, and sent a formal mes- 
sage from its committee, signed by the presi- 
dent. 

The Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension of the General Synod of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in the United States 
was represented by two delegates. 

The Board of Missions of the General 
Council of the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in North America appointed as its represent- 
ative a member of the board. 

The Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church counted it ‘‘a 
great privilege to have some part in the cele- 
bration of so august and Significant an 


event,’’ and appointed two delegates; while — 


the Women’s Home Missionary Society of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church sent greetings 


through two delegates. 

The Board of Foreign Missions of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U.S.A. was another 
of the great missionary organizations to give 
recognition to the Centennial by a beautifully 
engrossed and illuminated “Greetings,” signed 
by its president, who was also its representa- 
tive at the Carnegie Hall Centennial gathering. 

The Board of Home Missions of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U. S. A> was represent- 
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ed by its vice-president, and sent its word of 
greetings through its clerk. 

The Board of Foreign Missions of the 
United Presbyterian Church of North America 
appointed a delegate, its corresponding secre- 
tary sending a message. 

Two delegates were appointed by the Board 
of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church to bear its greetings. 

The Board of Domestic Missions of the 
Reformed Church in America was represent- 
ed by two delegates, while the Women’s 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Reformed 
Church in America had as its delegates its 
president and recording secretary, besides 
sending an official greeting. 

The Board of Foreign Missions of the Re- 
formed Church in the U. S. was represented by 
its president and secretary, who also presented 
formal resolutions of the board. The Board of 
Home Missions of the same church had as its 
delegate its General Secretary, through whom 
its hearty congratulations were extended. 

The Heathen Mission Board of the Chris- 
tian Reformed Church was represented by two 
delegates. 

The Board of Home and Foreign Missions of 
the General Convention of the New Jerusalem 
in the U. S. A. also sent two delegates. 

Among those unable to send delegates, but 
who sent cordial messages, were the Foreign 
Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, the Foreign Mission Department of 
the Christian Church, the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, the Executive Com- 
mittee of Foreign Missions of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in the U. S., the Board of Missions 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and the Women’s Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Presbytery of New Brunswick. 


Recognition of the Centennial by the Great 
Denominations 

The Centennial of the American Bible So- 
ciety has been taken graciously as an occasion 
for the passing of appreciative and congratu- 
latory resolutions by most of the great com- 
munions of the Christian church in America 
which have governing bodies qualified to 
speak for them. The National Council of 
Congregational Churches; the General Con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South; the General Assemblies of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U. S. A., of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U.S., and of the United 
Presbyterian Church; the General Convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church; the Gen- 
eral Synods of the Reformed Church in Amer- 
ica, and of the Reformed Presbyterian Church 
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have thus shown their interest, expressed 
their appreciation and conveyed their good 
wishes. Resolutions have also come from 
such bodies as the Convention of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania; the Synods of Alabama and of Vir- 
ginia of the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.; 
and the New York and Ohio Synods of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S. A.; while 
the New York Synod also delegated its Mod- 
erator to represent it, and the Presbytery of 
Brooklyn appointed three delegates. 

Two bodies representing more than one 
communion have also passed resolutions that 
bring gratification over the past and inspira- 
tion for the future. The Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America, at its re- 
cent meeting in Columbus, O., adopted the 
following resolution: 


The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America extends cordial congratulations to the 
American Bible Society on its approaching Centen- 
nial. Created as one of the earliest federated move- 
ments by the churches of America a hundred years 
ago, it has served the republic and the far mission 
lands of the earth with a single purpose. We hope 
that its Centennial Celebration may everywhere exalt 
the Holy Spirit as the Word of Life for individuals 
and nations. 


The Western Section of the Presbyterian 
Alliance, embracing all churches of the Pres- 
byterian faith in the United States and Canada, 
adopted the following resolutions in its meet- 
ing at Auburn, N. Y., February 3, 1916: 

The Presbyterian Alliance, Western Section, notes 
with peculiar interest the approaching commemora- 
tion of the Hundredth Anniversary of the founding 
of the American Bible Society, and strongly recom- 
mends the churches composing the Alliance to unite 
in every way possible with the Society in commemo- 
rating so significant an event. A hundred years of 
service to the churches should be fittingly recognized 
now. 

The first President of the Society, Elias Boudinot, 
was an elder in the Presbyterian Church, and ever 
since that time representative ministers, elders, and 
laymen connected with our churches have taken vigor- 
ous and active part in the Society. This has bound 
them more closely together and strengthened the 
bond between them and other evangelical churches. 

The Alliance cordially approves the proposal of the 
Society that Sunday, May 7, 1916, be observed as a 
Universal Bible Sunday, with services and sermons 
appropriate to this Centennial Commemoration. 

In addition to the passing of resolutions, 
strong committees to co-operate with the Bi- 
ble Society in celebrating its Centennial were 
appointed by the great denominations already 
mentioned and also by the Baptist churches 
(Northern Convention), the Lutheran Church 
(General Synod) of the U. S., the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ, the Reformed 
Church in the U. S., the Methodist Protestant 
Church, the Moravian Church, and the Five 
Years Meeting of the Friends in America— 


sixteen in all. 
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Il. FROM FOREIGN SOCIETIES 
Bible Societies Abroad 

From the oldest and chief member of the 
world family of Bible societies, threefold 
greetings were received. In the June RECORD 
were mentioned the gracious presence and gen- 
erous services of the secretary of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, the Rev. Arthur 
Taylor. In this RECORD are reproduced the 
formal greetings he bore. In addition there 
came a generous cable message from the an- 
nual meeting of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society assembled in its 112th annual session. 

Its Auxiliary, and our nearest foreign 
neighbor, the Canadian Bible Society, was 
represented by its president, N. W. Hoyles, 
K. C., LL.D., and its secretary, the Rev. 
W. B. Cooper, M.A., who bore the formal 
greetings of that Society. Greetings came 
also from the Nova Scotia Auxiliary of the 
Canadian Bible Society. Scotland and Ireland 
also sent formal messages through the Na- 
tional Bible Society of Scotland (Edinburgh), 
and the Hibernian Bible Society (Dublin). 

From continental Europe came numerous 
messages by mail and by cable. The Soczete 
Bibligue de France was represented by its 
delegate, the Rev. Samuel C. Delagneau, B.D., 
and a fraternal message. The Societe Biblique 
Protestante de Paris sent a message over the 
signature of its agent general. Greetings also 
came from the Soczete Biblique et des Livres 
Religieux ad’ Haiti, which appointed as its 
delegate, Bishop John Hurst, D.D., and which, 
though nearer the continent of America, uses 
one of the languages of continental Europe. 
Another message in French was that from 
the Comzte de Societe auxiliare du canton de 
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Vaud, of Switzerland. A cable of felicitation 
came from the Netherland Bible Society. 
From Germany came messages from two of 
the chief societies, the Preussische Haupt- 
Bibelgesellschatt and the Privileg. Wurttemburg 
Bibellanstalt, Stuttgart. And a cable brought 
the greetings of the Norwegian Bible Society, 
which celebrated its own centennial on the 
26th-28th of the same month of May, 1916. 


Messsages from Missionary Societies Abroad 


The formal greetings of the great Church 
Missionary Society were brought to the 
Centennial Celebration at Carnegie Hall by 
its delegate, N. W. Hoyles, K.C., LL.D., of 
Toronto, a vice-president. The old London 
Missionary Society not only sent formal 
greetings by resolution from its directors, 
but also sent greetings and heartiest congrat- 
ulations by a cable from its annual meeting 
in London. Similar greetings came also by 
mail and cable from the Baptist Missionary 
Society. The Friends’ Foreign Mission 
Association sent its greetings and appointed 
two delegates then in America. Gracious 
greetings camé from the United Free Church 
of Scotland Foreign Mission offices; the 
Continuation Committee of the World Mission- 
ary Conference (Edinburgh); the Moravian 
Mission Board of Herrnhut (Saxony); the 
Finnish Missionary Society; the Religious 
Tract Society of London; the Synod of the 
Presbyterian Church of England; the Christian 
Missions in Many Lands; the American United 
Presbyterian Mission in Egypt; the Bulgarian 
Mission of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions; and the Arcot 
Mission of the Reformed Church in America. 


A Message from the British and Foreign Bible 
Society 


HE printed message of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society is of itself to be 
highly prized, and the thought that went into 
its mere printing and binding brings an added 
compliment. Looking on the accompanying 
reduced facsimile of the first page, few would 
suspect that it is printed—border, initial and 
letters—with type made by hand in the days of 
the Commonwealth. The clearness and align- 
ment of the letters show with what nicety and 
care that handiwork was done. We may take 
another message from this printing.

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A Jew’s Wonderful Experience 


F all the foreigners on the Pacific Coast 
whom we reach with the Scriptures, the 
Russian Jews are as a class the most difficult 
to deal with. Among the thousands of Jews in 
San Francisco we have very little sale of the 
New Testament. Many a Jew is willing to 
accept the New Testament from a friend, and 
may be even willing to read it, but it must be 
given to him. Asa people the Jews have not 
yet come to be willing to purchase the New 
Testament Scriptures, even at cost price. 

So I was very much interested when a Jew 
stepped into the San Francisco depository of 
the American Bible Society and said to me: 
““T want to buy the Yiddish New Testament 
and the Hebrew Old Testament.’’ ‘“‘ You are 
a Jew,’ I said. ‘‘ Yes,’’ he replied, “I am a 
Russian Jew.’’ “‘How long have you been 
reading the New Testament,’’ I asked him. 
‘Just two days.’’ “And how did you begin?”’ 
I further inquired. 


Hunting a Fortune 


““T came here from New York to find my 
fortune, and I had a job; but on Sunday I 
was not working. I was taking a walk in San 
Francisco, out there near Hamilton Square, 
and I saw a great big building, to which a lot 
of people were going; but I saw no one tak- 
ing tickets,soI went in. It was the Hamilton 
Square Baptist Church, and for the first time 
in my life I attended a Christian service. I 
enjoyed the singing and speaking, and at the 
close of the service some of the young men 
of the church met me, and called me ‘brother.’ 
I told them that I was a Russian Jew; but they 
said that made no difference —that in this 
country we were all brethren. I was greatly 
surprised that they, being Gentiles, should 
speak that way to me, a Jew. I thought of 
how the so-called Christian Gentiles had driven 
many of the Jews out of Russia, and had 
murdered some, but over here in this country 
these Christians called me ‘ brother’! 


Worried 


“TI was very much confused, and all that 
Sunday afternoon in my room there was 
going on a great conflict in my mind. I 
thought of the teachings of my father about 
the Gentiles, whom I was taught to believe 
were as devils, to be hated. But these Gen- 
tiles whom I had met had been kind and 
loving to me. I was in much confusion and 
doubt. I went back again in the evening to 
the same church and they were kind to me, as 
they had been in the morning, and a Miss 
Gedalius, who does missionary work among 


the Jews, gave me a little New Testament. 
This I have been reading for the last two 
days and am much interested.”’ 


Without Blood 


“Do you know how the Jews obtain for- 
giveness of sins ?’’ I asked him. S Ohpnoyee 
do not,” replied the young Jew. “I know 
how our fathers used to obtain forgiveness, | 
by the shed blood; but we have no lamb, no 
priest, no temple, and no blood.”’ 

““Ves,’’ I replied, “but Jehovah has pro- 
vided a Lamb, a priest, and the blood for 
you Jews.’’ ‘“‘Why, how is that?”’ he eagerly 
asked. So we sat down together, and for 
several hours followed in the Bible, through 
the Old Testament and into the New, the 
story of the Blood—‘‘ the Lamb for sinners 
slain!’’ After following that crimson stream 
in the Old Testament and then in the New, 
and reading the story of the crucifixion, the 
young Jew put his hands on his heart and 
said, ‘‘I feel that there is a revolution going 
on in my heart.’ “‘Thank God for that!’ I 
exclaimed. ‘That is what takes place when 
Christ is revealed to the heart. The old order 
breaks up, and the new thoughts and emo- 
tions, revolutionizing the life, come in.’’ 


Interested 


We had prayer together, and the young Jew 
left the depository with his Yiddish New 
Testament and Hebrew Old Testament. He 
came back a few days later, and said: ““I am 
very interested in reading about Jesus Christ. 
I am up to the seventh chapter of ‘Matthias,’ 
and I would like to live true and pure, as 
Jesus Christ taught.’’ 

“Can you say you believe on Jesus?” I 
asked him. ‘Oh, no, I cannot say I believe, 
but I would like to believe.”’ “‘ That’s right,” 
Ireplied. ‘‘Follow on and you will know the 
Lord,’ } 

We had more Scripture reading and prayer, 
and this time the young Jew prayed as only a 
Jew versed in the old Hebraic Psalms could 
pray. He earnestly asked Jehovah to guide 
him in his study of Jesus Christ, and to teach 
him the truth and the way. He then left the 
depository, but came back the following 
week, on Tuesday. When he stepped inside ~ 
the room I knew that the light that shone 
from the face of Moses when he came down 
from the Mount was shining in this young 
Jew’s heart. Ina low, subdued, but intense — 
tone he said: ‘‘Oh, Mr. Mell, something won- 
derful has come to me, something wonder- 
ful!’ “Yes,” I exclaimed. ‘‘ What is it? 
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Come in and tell me about it.’”’ He sat down 
at my side, and with quiet but animated inter- 
est he told his story. 
‘You remember L was here on Thursday.’ 

“Yes,” I replied. ‘‘Well, that night, after 
my day’s work was over, I went to my room 
and I sat up until half-past one, half-past two, 
half-past three o’clock in the morning, reading 
my English and Yiddish New Testament and 
my Hebrew Old Testament, comparing Scrip- 
ture with Scripture. Oh, I was so deeply in- 
terested! Then I prayed very earnestly that 
Jehovah might reveal it to my own heart if 
Jesus Christ was the Messias’! If he was, 
I wanted to give myself to him. If he was 
not, I did not want to leap in the dark. 


A Vision 
“T then went to sleep, and—oh, in my 
sleep, Jesus Christ appeared unto me!”’ 
Then the young Jew, with rapturous face, 
paused. “‘Yes!’’ I exclaimed, “‘how did he 
look?’’ For I confess that, though deeply 


touched, I was rather startled. It was easy 
enough to believe that Jesus Christ appeared 
unto Saul on his way to Damascus, but it was 
quite a different thing to think of him actu- 
ally appearing to a young Jew in his little 
room on Devisadero Street in San Francisco. 
The young Jew continued: “‘Oh, he looked 
like an angel, all white and radiant, and so 
beautiful; and, Mr. Mell, he talked with me! 
He talked with me!!’ “Yes,” I replied, 
““and what did he say?”’ “‘ Why, he stretched 
out his hands to me and said: ‘If you will, 
you can believe. Come unto me and you will 
believe.’ I said: ‘Lord, I will come.’ Then 
I awakened, and my room was all dark; but I 
quickly got up, and, getting a match, lighted 
the gas and looked all around for Jesus 
Christ. I could not see him, but—oh, I felt 
him in my heart! I felt that I had found my 
fortune, and I was afraid to go to sleep for 


the rest of the night for fear I would lose my. 


fortune. In the morning, however, when I 
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awakened, I felt that Christ was still in my 
heart; and—oh, the joy! 


The Cross 


“You Americans do not realize how we 
Russian Jews have thought of the cross and 
the Christ. Whenever in Russia I would see 
a cross I was always taught by my father, 
from the day that I was old enough to begin 
to walk, to spit out three times, repeating 
the passage from the Old Testament, in 
order to purge myself for having looked on 
the Cross. 

‘Once when I was a little boy I saw for 
the first time the crucifix, and I ran home and 
cried as if my heart would break for daring 
to look on the face of the hated apostate, 
Jesus. Now, somehow or other, I felt that 
that cross and that Jesus were in my heart. 
Many a time I have felt that I could drive a 
knife through the heart of the so-called Chris- 
tians, but that morning I felt that I wanted to 
rush out from my rooms and throw my arms 
around the neck of the first San Franciscan I 
met and tell him that I loved him, for I had 
found the Messias.”’ 


Bible Missionary 


For over two years this young Jew was an 
assistant in the Pacific Agency depository of 
the American Bible Society. Through his 
prayers and devotion his wife became an 
earnest and faithful Christian. They are now 
colporteurs for the American Bible Society, 
and have charge of the work in western Wash- 
ington, with headquarters at Seattle. Mr. 
Greenbaum speaks so as to sell the Scriptures 
in nine different languages, and is one of 
God’s honored and useful servants in spread- 
ing the knowledge of the risen Lord among 
the people, working especially in the mission 
districts and among .the foreign-speaking 

people.

A Special Opportunity for Our N avaho Scriptures 


N important ruling has recently been 
made by the Hon. Cato Sells, Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, in relation to the 
use of the Navaho translation of the Scrip- 
tures in the religious instruction of govern- 
ment school pupils. 
By an earlier ruling the Commissioner 
had decided that only the English version of 
the Bible could be used. At the request of 
missionaries in the field, the Rev. Thomas C. 


Moffett, D.D., representative for Indian work 
of the Home Missions Council, took up the 
matter in two personal conferences with 
Commissioner Sells, whose carefully stated 
decision will be found in the following 
letter, which we publish with Dr. Mof- 
ett’s kind consent. In his letter forward- 
ing the Commissioner’s decision, Dr. Mof- 
fett writes: ‘‘I have a communication from 
the Rev. F. G. Mitchell, expressing thank- 
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fulness at the result of the effort to secure 
this decision.”’ 


Commissioner Sells’ letter is as follows: 


Washington. 
My DEAR Dr. Morrerr: The receipt is 
acknowledged of your letter of Novem- 


ber 8, 1915, wherein you submit a commu- 
nication, dated September 23, 1915, from 
the Rev. F.G. Mitchell, missionary in charge 
of the Presbyterian Native Missions at Tol- 
chaco and Leupp, New Mexico, requesting 
a reconsideration of my former 
decision regarding his request 
for authority for the missionaries 
on the Navaho reservations to 
use parts of the Bible translated 
into the Navaho language in 
connection with such religious 
instruction as they are author- 
ized to give in the government 
schools. 

I note particularly that you 
say that the Scriptures in the 
English language and in the 
Navaho language will be used 
side by side, thus aiding the 
pupils in their instruction in the 
English language, and that it is 
the intention to use the transla- 
tion during the period set aside 
for denominational instruction, 
not during school sessions or in 
connection with the General As- 
sembly. 

In my letter to you of March 
31, 1915, on this subject, I ad- 
vised you that there would be 
no objection to the use of the 
Navaho Bible side by side with 
the English Bible wherever you 
believe its use is necessary to 
the successful conduct of your 
work among the adult Indians, 
but that I did not feel I could 
consistently give my approval to the use of 
a translation into the Navaho tongue among 
Indian children in government schools, one of 
whose chief functions it is to give Indian 
young people a ready and confident use of 
written and spoken English, and to wean 
them from the restrictions of tribal speech, 
manners and customs. 

_No one can appreciate more than I do the 
vital necessity and importance of the rapid 
spread of the Christian religion among the 
Indians throughout the country. While I feel 
that the Indian languages must go, and that 
the universal use of the English language in 
the Indian schools and upon the playgrounds 
is absolutely essential to the civilization of

the Indian, I do not wish to interfere in the 
slightest with the great work carried on by 
the missionaries of the several churches 
among the Indians; and if, through | proper 
co-operation between the ,missionaries and 
the school authorities, the translation can be 
used without interfering with the training in 
the English language, I can see no present 
reason why I should object. 

I therefore feel that I should grant the re- 
quest of Mr. Mitchell, it being understood 
that the translation at all times will be used.

solely among the pupils in the period set 
aside for denominational instruction, and side 
by side with an English translation, and that 
the missionaries will earnestly endeavor in 
every practical way, while using the transla- 
tion, to impress upon the Indian children the 
importance of the use of the English language 
and make them feel that the translation, 
despite the fact that it is in the language of 
their fathers, is only a temporary means of 
communication, and that the language for 
them at all times should be the English lan- 
guage. It must be understood, also, that if 
in the future it is found that the use of the 
Indian translation tends to bring about the 
retention of the use of the Indian dialects 
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among Indian pupils, these instructions may 
be revoked. 

I am this day advising the several super- 
intendents in the Navaho country of these 
instructions, directing them to advise all mis- 
sionaries carrying on work among the In- 
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dians; and, in conclusion, desire to suggest 
that the difficulties might be more readily 
met if the translation were so printed that 
the English version of the Bible would appear 
upon one page and the translation upon the 
other. 


Centennial Celebration at the General Synod of 
the Reformed Church in America 


EVERAL conditions made this celebra- 

tion particularly gratifying. It surpassed 
anticipations in attendance and interest, for it 
was held under adverse circumstances. There- 
fore its success emphasized the genuine inter- 
est of the General Synod in the Society, and 
the warm place which the Bible and the work 
of the Bible Society hold in the hearts of 
the ministry and eldership of the Reformed 
Church. Of itself this was not surprising. 
The relation and co-operation of the Re- 
formed Church and the Bible Society have 
been constant throughout the century. Not 
only did the organizing convention meet in 
a church of this denomination, but the Re- 
formed Church has supplied four of the Presi- 
dents of the Society—one more than any 
other communion; and in all of its foreign 
mission fields it has contributed those who 
have participated in the translation of Scrip- 
tures published by this Society. 

The General Synod of 1915 had directed 
that one evening of the Synod session of 1916 
be devoted to a celebration of the Centennial 
of the Bible Society. A peculiar difficulty, 
however, arose. Concurrent with the session 
of the Synod, a celebration of the jubilee of 
the denominational college took place at Hol- 
land, Mich., where the Synod was held. This 
pre-empted so much of the time of the Synod 
that opportunity for general meetings was 
greatly curtailed. The committee in charge, 
however, graciously arranged for a special 
meeting on Sunday afternoon, June 18th, in 
the Assembly Hall of the Ottawa Beach Hotel, 
in which the Synod was entertained and held 
its session. 

The President of Synod, the Rev. Peter 
Moerdyk, D.D., presided. After the opening 
exercises, the Rev. S. H. Kirkbride, D.D., of 
Chicago, delivered an effective address on 
“The Man and the Book.”’ From the fullness 
of his knowledge and experience as one in 
charge of the great Northwestern Agency of 
the Bible Society, he portrayed something of 
the service rendered by the workers of the So- 
ciety in taking the Book to the neglected and 
the neglectful; the immigrant and the lumber- 
jack, the tenement, the factory, and the farm.

The Rev. J. Preston Searle, D.D., Presi- 
dent of the Theological Seminary at New 
Brunswick, N. J.. and a member of the Ver- 
sions Committee of the American Bible So- 
ciety, then spoke on “‘ The Reformed Church 
and the Bible Society.’’ Dr. Searle’s knowl- 
edge of the Reformed Church, and of her 
many sons who had contributed toward the 
work of the Bible Society, enabled him to 
speak with great interest and authority on the 
topic; his words were carefully followed and 
much appreciated. Besides the Presidents 
and translators already mentioned as supplied 
by the Reformed Church, it has the honor of 
having contributed two of the Treasurers, sev- 
eral of the Secretaries, and many of the Vice- 
Presidents, Managers, and members of com- 
mittees to the American Bible Society. Dr. 
Searle made grateful mention of the great 
service the Society had rendered in supplying 
Scriptures to the church at home and in its 
foreign fields. 

The third address was by the Rev. Henry 
J. Scudder, B.D., for two decades a mission- 
ary of the Reformed Church in India, and re- 
cently placed in charge of the Eastern A gency 
of the American Bible Society. From his 
double vantage point he made a strong state- 
ment regarding the unparalleled opportunities 
which confront the Bible Society for develop- 
ing its work, and meeting the needs of an 
awakened world for God’s Holy Word. 

There were many expressions of apprecia- 
tion for the addresses that had been deliv- 
ered when the meeting closed. 


Two days later the Synod received and 
adopted the following report: 


Report of the Standing Committee on Benev- 
olent Societies, Adopted at Holland, 
Mich., June 20, 1916 


Resolved, 
1. That the Synod rejoices in the efficient 


and far-reaching work of the Society—notes 
with pleasure its remarkable and rapid growth, 
and recognizes that its work is fundamental 
and indispensable in all forms of home and 
foreign missionary activities. 

2, That Synod congratulates the Ameri- 
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can Bible Society on the fact that its one 
hundredth year shows issues exceeding ev- 
erything in its history, with a total of 
7,150,911— making the enormous total of 
117,077,125 volumes issued in one hundred 
years. 

3. That Synod heartily reiterates its pre- 
vious resolution with reference to the Society 
and its work, and strongly recommends that 


A Thirty-one Days 


HE Rev. Thomas Torrance, sub-Agent 

for West China of our China Agency, 

made, during November, 1915, an extensive 

itineracy lasting a month, in company with 

Mr. and Mrs. Olsen, of Kiungchow, and a 

number of native preachers, in the country 
lying west of the Chengtu plain. 

We are able to find space for only a few 
extracts from Mr. Torrance’s interesting ac- 
count of this important and extensive tour in 
the interests of Bible distribution work. 

Mr. Torrance writes as follows: 


I left Chengtu on the 12th of October, hir- 
ing a chair, two coolies to carry my camp 
bed, bedding, spare clothing and provisions, 
and several more with loads of Scriptures. 
My leading man, two colporteurs and a serv- 
ant accompanied me. Our first objective was 
Da-ee, a town forty-two miles away and situ- 
ated on the edge of the plain. There is a 
mission station here in charge of a native 
evangelist, and at this place Mr. and Mrs. 
Olsen arranged to meet me. 

The first day’s travel, covering fifteen 
miles, was uneventful. The second was one 
that all travelers in West China dread. It 
rained heavily through the night, with numer- 
ous heavy showers during the day. The 
roads became quagmires—wet, slippery and 
ankle-deep in mud. But I dared not delay. A 
convention and evangelistic campaign was to 
begin at Da-ee on the morrow. The Chris- 
tians would have been disappointed had we 
not arrived in time. We plodded on slowly, 
steadily. Little time was given to resting, 
lest darkness might overtake us on the way. 
I myself walked as much as possible, to re- 
lieve the chairmen. 
several miles away, and finally, at six o’clock, 
it became so dark we could scarcely see half 
a yard ahead. The coolies were quite a way 
behind and they had our two lanterns. My 
chairmen stopped at a wayside house and 
asked if they could not give us a candle lan-

tern. ‘‘ No,’ was the answer. “Ora torch?” 
““No.” It was a woman who replied from 
within. “Can't you give us a light of some 


sort,’ one man said, ‘and heaven will give you 
strength to bear a son!” “‘I can give you a 
handful of hempstalks,’’ she replied instantly. 
“Ah, that’s good,’’ was the chorus, and out 
she handed a bundle of these, which, by care- 
ful use, lighted us all the way to our destina- 
tion. The plea was so oriental and the effect 
so immediate that I could not help chuckling 
quietly. I sincerely hope the Lord will re- 
ward her in this way. 

Our meetings at Da-ee were a marked suc- 
cess. In the forenoon a convention meeting 
was held, which Mr. Olsen led. From 10.30 
a.m. to 1.30 p.m. the Christians visited the 
tea shop, preaching and selling Scriptures. 
With each copy they gave away atract. In 
the afternoon came a united rally, when they 
marched singing through the streets to a 
square or open place, and conducted a great 
open-air meeting. Two men carried a baby 
organin front. One followed holding aloft a 
huge banner on which was written, ‘‘ Repent 
ye, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand!’’ 
The idea was all theirown. They knew noth- 
ing of Salvation Army ways. We in no way 
interfered, but gladly fell in with their 
methods, except that I could not help jocu- 
larly remarking that the baby organ was a 
new kind of an Ark for the Israelites to pos- 
sess. In the evening the time was given to a 
lantern meeting, where we sold many copies 
of the Gospels and expounded the message 
therein. The whole town was stirred, and 
the Christians themselves became exceeding- 
ly enthusiastic. The meetings grew in power 
till the Sunday forenoon gathering. I was 
asked to speak then, and rarely have I known 
a meeting so full of power. It was the cumu- 
lative effect of all that had gone before. The 
Holy Spirit’s presence was very evident. 
The whole audience was gripped and held 
rapt until the end. I had nothing to do with 
causing aught of the effect. It was all of 
God. Every Christian pledged himself to — 
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live henceforth entirely for Christ and his 
gospel. 

On leaving now for the rough out-of-the- 
way roads through the foothills, one of the 
Christians very kindly lent me his pony and 
sent Yuan Shi-kai, his younger brother, to 
be “‘horse-boy.’’ The preachers with us 
thought I was greatly honored in having such 
a presidential attendant. His presence was 
the cause of many a joke en route. I appre- 
ciated both his service and the strong legs of 
his beast. 

A series of lectures in Mr. Olsen’s church 
closed the round of my labors. They were 
well attended and indicative of great good. 
The Mandarin came in quietly, one night, as 
also his son and attendants. 

Our best gathering, undoubtedly, was on 
Sunday forenoon with the Christians. I spoke 
on the sorrow of Christ because his disciples 
failed to realize the necessity of his work on 
the Cross. It was another hour of deep 
searching of hearts, a fitting climax to our 
past week’s labor. “‘Pray earnestly,’’ said 
Mr. Olsen, in parting, “that all our sowing 
may be productive of a large harvest.’’ The 
90 Testaments, nearly 6,000 Scripture por- 
tions, piles of tracts, the words spoken on the 
street, in the church, on the marts and in the 
forum we leave with Him, the Source of all 
Life and Light. He was with us: His power 
goes with His own Word: we have the sure 
promise that it shall not return to Him in 
vain.

To Brazil, 13,760 volumes, valued at 
$1,692.24; to Central America, 4,248 volumes, 
valued at $172.41; to La Plata, 4,710 volumes, 
valued at $795.41; to the Philippines, 720 vol- 
umes, valued at $191.45; making a total of 
23,438 volumes, valued at $2,852.21. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
month of June amounted to 209,716 vol- 
umes.
